Bert  Kelley  and  A.  L.  Wellman  banked  the  school  house. 
Wilbur  Glidden  and  M.  A.  Snell  fitted  the  wood  for  stove. 

Two  private  schools  are  now  in  session  in  town,  supported 
by  public  subscription ;  one  at  North  Whitefield,  and  another 
at  Coopers  Mills.  Nearly  $200.00  has  been  subscribed  for 
these  two  schools,  and  this  money  was  donated  by  less  than  35. 
Judging  from  this  commendable  victory  alone,  it  should  be  a 
very  easy  matter  for  those  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
scholars  in  town,  to  pass  a  vote  to  raise  at  least  $1300.00  for 
the  support  of  common  schools.  By  convincing  certain  resi- 
dents in  town  that  "Transportation"  did  not  mean  "mainten- 
ance of  parents,"  we  have  saved  $171.70  in  Transportation  of 
Scholars  for  the  year  as  compared  with  last  year's  bill  for  same. 
This  should  be  again  cut  down  without  any  injustice.  The 
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schools  are  well  supplied  with  books.  We  would  suggest  that 
a  few  cheap  closets  be  made  for  school  books,  that  they  may 
be  properly  accounted  for,  and  not  be  piled  up  in  school  rooms 
on  the  desks  or  floors. 

Some  very  necessary  repairs  have  been  made  on  school  build- 
ings ;  the  Keyes  Corner  school  buildings  have  been  made  more 
habitable,  as  well  as  has  the  Church  school.  The  cement 
foundation  under  the  Keyes  Corner  school  house  makes  the 
building  more  comfortable.  We  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  a  foundation  of  this  nature  will  be  under  every 
school  building  in  town. 

In  closing  my  two  years'  service  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  I  with  to  thank  all  with  whom  I  have  come  in  contact 
for  their  courteous  and  kind  manner  in  discussing  school  affairs. 
My  reward  has  been  great,  not  in  the  salary  that  I  received, 
l)ut  in  knowing  that  I  have  been  able  to  assist  many  worthy 
young  teachers,  and  have  encouraged  many  scholars  to  attend 
Normal  Schools  and  High  Schools.  That  alone  is  sufficient.

These  schools  have  had  an  attendance  of  over  fifty- 
scholars.  The  success  of  these  schools  and  the  value  of  the 
work  done  is  so  well  known  that  comment  is  unnecessary. 
If  we  are  to  receive  state  aid  for  a  Free  High  School  it  must 
have  a  permanent  location  in  the  near  future.  The  sooner 
it  is  done  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  school. 

CONCLUSION. 

Our  schools  with  but  few  exceptions  have  had  the  united 
support  of  parents, teachers,  scholars  and  school  officers  and 
the  result  has  been  a  very  satisfactory  school  year. 

We  have  employed  several  inexperienced  teachers  and 
they  have  done  good  work. 

Purchasing  school  books  for  the  Free  High  School  has 
made  the  bill  for  school  books  larger  than  the  appropriation 
and  at  least  $125  should  be  raised  for  next  year. 

There  was  no  fall  term  of  school  in  the  Church  school  and 
the  scholars  were  transported  to  the  High  School  at  North 
Whitefield,  and  no  winter  term  at  North  Whitefield  and 
Carleton  schools  and  the  scholars  transported  to  the  High 
School  at  King's  Mills. 

We  have  had  twenty-seven  weeks  of  school  and  have 
kept  well  within  the  appropriation  for  this  year.
